body  corporate: 

And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  addressed 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  by 
owners  of  land  within  the  tract  of  land  herein¬ 
after  described,  praying  that  the  said  tract  of 
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land  may  be  constituted  an  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  corporate: 

And  whereas  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  relative  to  such  petitions  have  been  com¬ 
plied  with: 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Lands  has 
recommended  that  the  prayer  of  the  said  peti¬ 
tion  be  granted: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursu¬ 
ant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act,”  been 
pleased  to  order  that  the  said  tract  of  land 
situate  in  the  Nelson  Land  Registration  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  hereinafter  more  particularly  de¬ 
scribed,  be  constituted  an  improvement  district 
and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  corporate  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision 
to  the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim:  — 

1.  That  certain  tract  of  land  comprising 
Sub-lots  1,  4,  5,  7,  8,  9,  and  10  of  District  Lot 
4597;  District  Lots  3391,  6058,  6062,  6063, 
6070,  and  7189,  Kootenay  District;  and  all  the 
lands  shown  on  Registered  Plan  1939,  Nelson 
Land  Registration  District,  shall  from  and 
after  the  seventh  day  of  November,  1938,  be 
constituted  an  improvement  district  and  the 
owners  thereof  a  body  corporate  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act” 
and  amending  Acts,  and  under  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  refer¬ 
red  to. 

Name,  Territorial  Limits,  and  Objects 
of  the  District. 

2.  The  improvement  district  shall  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  and  title  of  “  Annable- 
Warfield  Waterworks  and  Sewerage  District.” 

3.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  com¬ 
prise  all  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  de¬ 
scribed. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  works 
and  licences  for  the  storage,  delivery,  and  car¬ 
riage  of  water  for  waterworks  purpose  and 
such  incidental  purposes  as  are  authorized  by 
the  licences  it  acquires,  and  the  acquisition  and 
operation  of  works  for  the  carriage  and  dis¬ 
posal  of  domestic  and  industrial  sewage. 

Qualification  of  Voters  at  the 
First  Election. 

5.  At  the  first  election  every  person  shall  be 
qualified  to  vote  for  Trustees  who  is  a  British 
subject  and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older, 
and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  improvement 
district  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  corpo¬ 
ration  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  and  is 
not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic  or 
Indian  race. 

Number,  Qualification,  and  Term  of 
Office  of  the  Trustees. 

6.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

7.  Any  person  qualified  as  hereinbefore  pro¬ 
vided  to  vote  at  the  first  election  shall  be  quali¬ 
fied  to  be  a  candidate  for  election  as  Trustee 
at  the  first  election. 

8.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  qualified  persons  vote 
at  the  general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause 
10  hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1941,  the  candidate  elected 
for  whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  the 
said  persons  vote  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1940,  and  the  candi¬ 
date  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  the  said  persons  vote  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1939;  but 
should  there  be  nominated  no  more  than  three 
candidates  for  the  office  of  Trustee,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and 
shall  declare  which  of  the  candidates  elected 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and 
the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 


First  Meeting  of  the  First  Trustees. 

9.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  following  their  election,  and  if  the  same  is 
a  holiday,  then  on  the  day  next  following  which 
is  not  a  holiday. 

Returning  Officer  and  his  Instructions. 

10.  Mr.  Leslie  Grant  Mowat  shall  be  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trustees  of 
the  said  improvement  district.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
owners  of  land  within  the  improvement  district 
who  are  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  three  Trustees.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  holding  of  the  said  general  meeting, 
send  to  each  resident  owner  of  land  within  the 
territorial  limits  a  notice  giving  the  date,  time, 
and  place  of  holding  the  said  general  meeting. 
The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
said  general  meeting  and  he  shall  have  power 
to  determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who 
applies  to  be  allowed  to  vote  for  Trustees  is 
qualified  to  do  so.  The  mode  of  taking  the 
votes  at  the  said  general  meeting  shall  be  as 
determined  by  the  Returning  Officer.  The  Re¬ 
turning  Officer  shall  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  have 
a  casting-vote,  whether  qualified  as  aforesaid 
or  not.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare 
the  result  of  the  election  and  shall  return  the 
names  of  the  successful  candidates  to  the  Water 
Board. 

Special  Provisions. 

11.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  these 
Letters  Patent  or  the  “  Water  Act  ”  or  any 
rule  of  law  to  the  contrary,  the  Trustees  shall 
have  authority  to  and  shall  levy,  from  year  to 
year,  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes,  tolls,  and 
charges,  a  special  tax  on  every  parcel  of  land 
on  which  there  is  from  time  to  time  any  build¬ 
ing  having  a  sewer  connection.  The  said  special 
tax  shall  be,  in  effect,  equivalent  to  a  charge 
for  sewerage  service  for  each  building  having 
a  sewer  connection  and  shall  be  payable  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  from  and  after  the  date  the 
building  is  connected  with  any  sewer.  For  the 
purposes  of  levying  the  said  special  tax  and 
determining  the  amount  thereof  payable  in  re¬ 
spect  of  any  parcel  of  land,  the  parcels  of  land 
affected  shall  be  classified  from  time  to  time 
according  to  the  number  of  buildings  thereon 
which  are  connected  with  a  sewer  and  have 
been  so  connected  for  any  period  not  exceeding 
ten  years,  and  the  amount  of  the  said  tax  to 
be  levied  from  vear  to  year  upon  any  parcel 
of  land  shall  be  a  sum  representing  nine  dol¬ 
lars  per  annum,  subject  to  a  discount  of  one 
dollar  if  paid  by  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Trustees,  for  each  building  on  the  parcel  which 
building  is  then  connected  with  a  sewer  and 
has  been  so  connected  for  any  period  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  ten  years.  This  clause  shall  not  apply 
to  any  parcel  of  land  shown  on  Registered  Plan 
1830  or  Registered  Plan  1939,  Nelson  Land 
Registration  District. 

12.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  with¬ 
out  the  assent  of  the  electors  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Consolidated  Mining  and 
Smelting  Company  of  Canada,  Limited,  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  sale  by  the  said  Company  and  the 
purchase  by  the  improvement  district  of  the 
right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  said  Company 
in  and  to  the  water  distribution  systems  in¬ 
stalled  or  to  be  installed  to  supply  water  to  the 
residents  of  the  lands  shown  on  Registered 
Plans  1830  and  1939,  Nelson  Land  Registration 
District,  at  such  price  and  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Trustees  and  the 
Company  and  approved  by  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights. 

13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Trustees  with¬ 
out  the  assent  of  the  electors  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Trail  providing  for  the  use  by  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  of  a  certain  trunk  sewer  main¬ 
tained  by  the  said  Corporation  and  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  improvement  district  to  the  said 
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Corporation  of  certain  moneys  in  respect  there¬ 
of. 

14.  Subsection  (2)  of  section  190  of  the 
“  Water  Act  ”  shall  not  apply  to  this  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  in  the  first  assessment  roll 
the  parcels  of  land  in  the  improvement  district 
shall  be  classified  as  follows: — 

Grade  A:  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
shown  on  Registered  Plan  1830,  Nelson 
Land  Registration  District,  on  which 
there  is  a  building  connected  with  a 
sewer,  and  every  parcel  shown  on  Reg¬ 
istered  Plan  1939,  Nelson  Land  Regis¬ 
tration  District,  on  which  there  is  a 
building  connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  B:  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  Grade  A  and  upon  which 
there  are  more  than  eleven  buildings 
connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  C:  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  Grade  A  or  Grade  B  and 
upon  which  there  are  eleven  buildings 
connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  D :  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  or 
C  and  upon  which  there  are  ten  build¬ 
ings  connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  E :  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
or  D  and  upon  which  there  are  nine 
buildings  connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  F :  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  or  E  and  upon  which  there  are  eight 
buildings  connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  G:  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  or  F  and  upon  which  there  are 
seven  buildings  connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  H :  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F,  or  G  and  upon  which  there  are 
six  buildings  connected  with  a  sewer. 

Grade  I :  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F,  G,  or  H  and  upon  which  there 
are  five  buildings  connected  with  a 
sewer. 

Grade  J :  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  or  I  and  upon  which  there 
are  four  buildings  connected  with  a 
sewer. 

Grade  K:  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I,  or  J  and  upon  which 
there  are  three  buildings  connected  with 
a  sewer. 

Grade  L:  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I,  J,  or  K  and  upon  which 
there  are  two  buildings  connected  with 
a  sewer. 

Grade  M :  Comprising  every  parcel  of  land 
not  classified  in  any  of  Grades  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I,  J,  K,  or  L  and  upon 
which  there  is  one  building  connected 
with  a  sewer. 

Grade  N :  Comprising  all  other  parcels  of 
land  in  the  improvement  district. 

15.  The  improvement  district  shall  not  be 
under  any  obligation  to  provide  water  or  sewer¬ 
age  service  to  any  person,  land,  or  premises; 
but  it  may  provide  such  service  to  any  person, 
land,  or  premises,  and  in  respect  of  any  connec¬ 
tion  may  charge  and  collect  a  connection  fee  of 
such  amount  as  the  Trustees  consider  proper. 

16.  Subsection  (1)  of  section  248  of  the 
“  Water  Act”  shall  not  apply  to  this  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  the  following  provisions  shall 
apply:— 

“  The  Assessor  of  the  improvement  district 
shall  for  the  first  assessment  classify  the  par¬ 
cels  of  land  in  the  district  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Letters  Patent  and  for 
subsequent  assessments  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  by-law  providing  for  the 
classification  of  lands,  and  shall  prepare  the 


assessment  roll  and  set  down  therein  the  fol¬ 
lowing  particulars  with  respect  to  each  parcel 
of  land  which  is  the  subject  of  separate  owner¬ 
ship: — 

“(a.)  A  shoit  description  of  the  parcel  of 
land: 

“(6.)  The  name  and  address  of  each  owner 
thereof : 

“(c.)  The  name  and  address  of  each  person 
claiming  notice  of  assessment  and  taxes 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subsec¬ 
tion  (2)  of  section  248  of  the  ‘  Water 
Act.’  ” 

17.  Subsection  (1)  of  section  250  of  the 

“  Water  Act  ”  shall  not  apply  to  this  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  the  following  provisions  shall 
apply:—  ,  . 

“  The  Assessor  before  returning  the  assess¬ 
ment  roll  to  the  Trustees  shall  with  respect  to 
each  parcel  of  land  assessed  mail  to  each  per¬ 
son  named  in  the  assessment  roll  as  an  owner 
or  as  claiming  notice  under  subsection  (2)  of 
section  248  at  the  address  set  out  in  the  assess¬ 
ment  roll,  a  notice  giving: — 

“(a.)  The  short  description  of  the  parcel  of 
land : 

“( b .)  The  classification  thereof: 

“(c.)  The  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  Court 
of  Revision : 

“  (d.)  A  copy  of  section  254.” 

18.  Section  266  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall 
not  apply  to  this  improvement  district,  and  the 
following  provisions  shall  apply:  — 

“  The  Trustees  may  at  any  time  accept  on 
behalf  of  the  improvement  district  a  cash  pay¬ 
ment  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  special  taxes 
thereafter  payable  under  clause  11  in  respect 
of  any  parcel  of  land  while  the  number  of 
buildings  then  on  the  said  parcel  and  having 
sewer  connections  is  not  increased.  The  said 
cash  payment  shall  be  the  sum  which  if  invested 
in  securities  yielding  five  per  cent,  annually 
would  be  sufficient  to  meet,  as  they  become  pay¬ 
able,  all  the  said  special  taxes  to  which  the 
affected  parcel  is  or  becomes  subject.  The 
Trustees  may  give  to  any  owner  making  such 
cash  payment  a  certificate  showing  to  what 
extent  the  parcel  of  land  is  freed  of  further 
levies  under  the  said  clause.” 

19.  Sections  214  to  223  and  227  to  230,  in¬ 
clusive,  and  Schedule  B  of  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
as  amended  shall  not  apply  to  this  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  the  following  provisions  shall 
apply:— 

“  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  owners 
of  land  within  the  improvement  district  shall 
be  called  by  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  held 
between  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  and  the
